B y an ordinance passed by unani­ 
m ous vote at the regular session of 
the city council Thursday night the 
nam e o f “ Shields P a rk ” w a s given 
to the city property known hereto­ 
fore a s the city park.

who said that the Blish estate had 
offered to erect two handsome stone 
entrances at the park if that name 
w as approved by the council. 
The

works meeting T uesday night by \Y. 
L. Johnson, a member of the citizen-' 
park committee, who recommended 
th at advantage of the offer he taken. 
The session was rather long and 
several important m atters were d is­ 
missed. 
Ahlbrand, a member of the 
utility committee, suggested that if 
the Indiana Public Service C o m m is­ 
sion did not give a decision in the 
local light case within the time p rom ­ 
ised that an effort be made to reach 
a compromise.

thizers at Parral. Mexico, 373 miles 
south of the border. 
Many death are reported on both 
sides. 
The Carranza government is 
protesting that it is powerless to sto:> 
the fighting, and again renewed its 
demands for the immediate withdraw 
al of the American forces. 
The trouble appears to have started 
when a detachment of 140 American 
cavalrymen, probably the Thirteenth 
tinder Colonel Slocum, attempted to 
p a ss through the town. 
The Carranza authorities, according 
to the version of Fhe affair given by 
the Carranza government, urged the 
troopers to leave. 
As the American 
comm ander sought to obey the re­ 
quest a Mexican civilian drew a re­ 
volver and fired. 
One American sol­ 
dier was killed. 
The mob is said to 
have started at once in pursuit of 
the Americans, who. it is stated, re­ 
tired to Maturana before the Carran­ 
cista soldiers succeeded in stopping 
them. 
A later dispatch to the Mexi­ 
can em bassy states that subsequently 
the fighting became general, though it 
is not made clear if the Carranza gar­ 
rison took sides with the populace. 
Thus far the only detailed official 
information of the fight is that pre­ 
sented to Secretary T> ansing by Elizo 
Arrendondo, the Mexican am bassador 
designate, who called to present the 
formal note of his government, call­ 
ing upon the United States to m ake 
arrangem ents for a withdrawal of the 
expedition. 
At the sam e time the 
am bassador presented telegram s from 
Foreign 
Minister 
Aguilar, 
General 
Carranza and Consul Garcia at 
El 
Paso, received by him in the order 
named, telling of the outbreak at P ar­ 
ral and urging that immediate steps 
be taken to withdraw the Am erican 
troops from Mexico. 
Later the state 
departm ent received a brief dispatch 
from Consul Eeteher. confirming the 
outbreak, but giving 110 details. 
Detcher did not mention any casu al­ 
ties. Although earlier in the day press 
reports from San Antonio had quoted 
General Funston as stating that he 
had received from American Consul 
Letcher at Chihuahua a report con-

If religiousness and 
sincerity were all th at is necessary we 
would th ink th at th is man was truly 
a sav ed man, h ut wh en we read th at 
th e angel said to Cornelius th at Peter 
would tell h im words wh ereby h e and 
all h is h ouse would be sav ed (ch ap ter 
x l, 13, 14) we know th at th ey were not 
sav ed 
until 
after 
Peter came and 
p reach ed th e gosp el to th em. Like th e 
treasurer of th e queen of Eth iop ia, h e 
was an earnest seeker liv ing up to th e 
ligh t h e h ad, and to such God alway s 
sends more ligh t, but th ere is no salv a 
tion rev ealed in Scrip ture as a result 
of our good works (Uom. iv , fi; Ep h 
li, 8 , 9 ; Tit. iii.
